In some New England communities the public schools have 
ndo'ed because of'iM-fuel-shorlage which made it ,m- 


to keep the sch^rpoms.,at a comfortable temper ; 
created conditioft^posilively dangerous to ealUi. H- 
w"s te^« tte P^7 of thi aulliorftles to procure the neces- 
sary Si and it was therefore decided to close the schoos until 
there should be a change in conditions. 


The necessity for this action was regretted by all.the people 


of the cities and towns in which it lias been taken, and this is 
easy to understand. The closing of the schools for anything 
except the regular vacations.is always a serious matter en- 
tail ii g-inconvenience, expense and the disruption o .the school 
work for the time being. And it should be needless to add t 
such action is never taken in New hngland under any but 
extraordinary circumstances.

But where such action is necessary it is proper that it should 


be taken and the consequences accepted philosophically. ^>e 
there are those who are always ready with objections to almost 
any action on the part of the authorities, and who feel that 
they can point out belter ways. 
It is this class'of people who, 


with the best of intentions, add materially to the burdens of 


in'AnCd°so"in a5 prominent New England city where the schools 
have been closed for the reasons stated a leading citizen comes 
oul in a communication lo one of the newspapers in an at- 
tempt to show how'the schools.could be kept going while he 
school houses are closed. He would have the pupils parceled 
out and placed in buildings where there is heal, and thus per- 
mit their work to be continued. He enlarges on the results of 
even a few weeks' loss of time and goes on to show what lias 
been done in France since the beginning of the war.

he says, schools are kept in caves and cellars 'and wherever it 
is possible to find secure hiding places.
